Subject is a mulatto and an alleged illegitimate child. For the past 10 
years he has been actively engaged in the Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico, Tdiich 
organization has for its objective the immediate and complete independence of the 
island to be obtained in any manner possible, even resorting to insurrection or 
rebellion. For the past 7 years Campos was the President of this party and during 
that time made innumerable inttrafetory speeches against the alleged intervention | 

of the United States on the island and together with posters and the use of a / 

revolutionary magazine entitled: "La Palabra", advocated the use of armed forces, if I 
necessary, to force the evacuation of the island by the Americans. 


Campos went so far during one of the conventions of the Nationalist Party 
as to call for universal recruiting, which, in compliance with his instructions, was ! 
carried on in practically every town on the island between January 7th end January ! 
22nd, 1932. As a result of this activity, more than 10,000 men were enlisted in the j 
so-called "Liberating Army of the Republic". To further the idea, Campos appointed * 
military instructors and instructions were given the recruits in the basic elements 
of warfare, such as how to load a pistol or revolver and how to use a sword, and the 
women of the organization were given lectures on first aid to the wounded, et cetera. 


Although no definite evidence could be secured, it is the consensus of j 
opinion of responsible persons residing on the island that the Nationalist Party, 
led by Campos, was responsible for the bombing of various Federal buildings in 
San Juan during the year 1935. In addition, two admitted members of the Nationalist 
Party assaalnated the American Chief of Police, Colonel E. Francis Riggs, on FebruaT 
23, 1936. /; / . ; : • U I 
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From March 31st to April 3rd, 1936, a Federal Grand Jury, 
sitting at San Joan, Puerto Rico, considered the evidence in this 
case and on April 3, 1936 returned an indictment against Campos and 
others, charging a violation of Sections 4, 6, 7 and 88 of Title 18, 

U* S, Code* Campos, together with his associates, who were also 
indicted, was taken into custody, but Rafael Ortiz Pacheco, who was 
Chief Military Instructor, fled on March 9, 1936 for the Dominican 
Republic* 

Campos is a mulatto, 40 years of age, married, and has 3 
children* He is a graduate of the Law School of Harvard University, 
but since his residence on the island has devoted all of his time 
to politics, especially with the Nationalist Party* So far as could 
be determined, Campos has no criminal record. He is a man of con- 
siderable education and culture and but for his revolutionary tenden- 
cies would have been quite a prominent man in the legal and political 
life of the island. 

After trial on July 31, 1936 Campos was found guilty on all 
3 counts of the indictment and was sentenced to serve 6 years at the 
U. S. penitentiary, Atlanta, Ceorgia* In addition thereto he was given 
a suspended sentence of 2 years and placed on probation for 4 years*

An 
appeal wee noted, and quite reeently the Circuit Court of Appeals at 
Boston, Massachusetts, affirmed the sentence end findings of the 
trial court. At the present time, the sees is pending on e writ of 
certiorari to tha Supreme Court of the United States. It is my opinion, 
based upon the fact that tha appellate court affirmed the deoielon of 
the lover court, that the Supreme Court of the United States will, 
no doubt, deny the writ end that Campos and hie associates will be 
removed immediately to prison.

States Attorney and the Uhl ted States Marshal that it wee their 
intention, immediately upon the exhaustion of all legal wrlta, to 
remove Campos end the other defendants by airplane from San Juan to 
tha Penitentiary at Atlanta, Oeorgla.

Of oil tbs defendant* Involved in this oase, Compos is the 
only one who has negro blood in his veins end has definitely negroid 
features* Inasmuch as he is laboring under some sort of racial complex, 

1 feel that if he Is sent to the Federal Penitentiary at Atlanta, 

Georgia, share the officials in charge and the prisoners, being largely 
from the southern states, sill no doubt discriminate against him, this 
sesad sill he kept open* If incarcerated in that institution, he sill \T 

certainly he discriminated against and, la his letters to his relatives j ^ 

and friande in Puerto Rico, he sill stress this fact very strongly. 

Hie letters sill, no doubt, be published in the nationalist Party* s 
newspaper, "La Palabra," which has a sufficient circulation to reaoh 
a large number of people. If this is dona, it sill no doubt cause 
numerous editorial consents, mass meetings, end protest parades against 
the ao-oallsd degradation of a native Puerto Rican. It is entirely 
possible that assassinations and other unlawful acts night result from 
his mistreatment in prison. 

I believe that, to insure tranquillity on the Island, the 
lncaroerstion.of Compos end hie associates in some Federal Penitentiary 
other than Atlanta or Alcatraz would be desirable. I would suggest 
the Northeastern Penitentiary at Lewlsburg, Pennsylvania, which, due 
to its geographical location in the north, probably docs not have as 
pronounced a discrimination against negroes as do the penitentiaries 
located in the sooth and southwestern sections of the United States. 

I would further suggest that Campos, who is a brilliantly 
educated man, be given, immediately after his "quarantine" period in the 
Penitentiary, a trusty* a position commensurate with his mental accomplish- 
ments. It la my understanding that in the Federal penitentiaries schools 
are conducted in various subjects, and Compos' services sight be utilised 
a s a teacher of %glish, Spmxlsh, French, Italian, or German, in whioh 
he is ell aged to bo proficient. From my conversation with him I am of 
the opinion that he is a men of strong character and of mild disposition . 

However, he has the Latin trait of becoming too enthusiastic, which at 
times hso caused some of hie followers to resort to avert -sets of violeno*. 

Be ie e deeply religious man, and his services in the Penitentiary might 
be utilised along religious lines. I would recommend that he not be 
given the opportunity to teach history, political science* or to run a 
lav course in prison, as he unintentionally might resolve the class into 
one on Puerto Rican Nationalism and Independence .

At a meeting ox' the Nationalist Party in New lork on Septem- 
ber 24, 1937 celebrating a historical date in Puerto Rico coamenorating 
an abortive attempt in 1368 of the Puerto Ricans to overthrow the 
rule of Spain, it appears that Dr. Ramon del Valle of Columbia, South 
America, was one of the speakers of the evening. The "El Mundo" , a 
newspaper published in Puerto Rico wrote of this Meeting in New fork 
ana recorded favorably Dr. Valle's speech. The nature of his contents 
is not known. Significant is the fact that at this meeting, as re- 
lated in the "El Mundo" newspaper 0 etcher 1, 1937, reference was made 
to Pedro albisu Ca*pos, who is now confined in the Atlanta Penitentiary. 


It i3 alleged that a telegram from Campos was read to this 
meeting And that it states as follows* 

"From the Penitentiary of Atlanta Dr. Pedro Albisu 
Campos greets us. He senas his warm regards and 
celebrates with us *E1 Grito de Lares' and hopes with 
bis companions to participate soon in a national in- 
dependence movement. Long Live Puerto Rico freel"

y ^ It appears that Campos had received a visit from Filiberto 

Vasques Lope* and A. R. Hewhoff , who were visiting Campos in atlanta at 
the time. 
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Sun again on October 2, 1937, the "El Mundo* published another

Thompson 
at San Juan, Puerto Rico suggests there is a possibility some feeble* 
minded and over-sealou* Nationalist in Puerto Rico might believe that 
Albisu Campos was slowly dying from confinement in a Federal Penitentiary 
and in order to square matters might commit an act of violence in Puerto 
Rico against some high official of the Government. 

It is also reasonable to believe that fabricated stories are 
being used as a basis to initiate propaganda ana pressure against the 
Federal Government to secure the immediate release from prison of 
Albisu Campos on the theory that his confinement is injurious to his 
health and will eventually culminate In his death,

As the Bureau will recall, when Pedro Albizu Campos and 
the Nationalists were tried in San Juan in 1936, the principal 
attorney for the Government was Mr. Amos W. Woodcock, and I am 
informed he is at present a Special Attorney in the Department 
of Justice, and if it is believed advisable, he could be inter- 
viewed for information which is requested in the Bureau letter 
of November 29. 

U.S. Attorney Snyder advised me today that when the seven 
Nationalists who attempted to kill Federal Judge Robert A. 

Cooper were arrested, the International Labor Defense in New 
York sent an air mail letter to the prison enclosing £5.00 to 
each one of the seven Nationalists with a note saying to use 
this money for cigarrettes and to keep their spirits up. 

In my report submitted on December 21, in the above case, 
mention is made of the fact that Pedro Albizu Campos published 
a statement officially notifying everyone that Concepcion de 
Gracia was no longer his attorney and from information which 
I have received, it appears that Concepcion de Gracia broke 
off his legal relations with Albizu Campos due to money matters 
in that he complained that all the moneys received had been jQ

Recently Jose Joaquin CastroAMaxt ine z , Minister of 
War for th^ Re public of Colombia, received a small pamphlet 
entitled/ /.Por la Independencia de Puerto Rico Por la Libertad 
de sus Patriotas."

tion, Agents of Foreign Principals". 

CAMPOS is scheduled for release from the United States Penitentiary 
on June 3, 1943, and it is noted that a custodial detention card on CAMPOS 
is being maintained in an inactive status. 

In view of the strange data contained on this card, the same is being

SUBVERSIVE ACTIVITIES 


CHARLES II. TERRY, Commissioner of Elections, San Juan, Puerto Rico, ad- 
vised that he had been responsible for the education of PEDRO AIPIZU CAMPOS. 

He stated that Subject’s anti-American attitude began in 1918 when the Subject 
was in the Army assigned to a negro regiment, which he resented inasmuch as 
Puerto Ricans claim themselves to be of the white race. When he was transferred 
to Puerto Rico he was again assigned to a negro Puerto Rican regiment. The 
Subject objected to this treatment to no avail inasmuch as a board of physicians 
composed of Americans and Puerto Ricans concluded, after an examination, that 
the Subject was a mulatto. Mr. TERRY said that the decision of the board em- 
bittered AIPIZU CAMPOS to such an extent that he began then to hate America and 
Americans. After the war, when he had returned from Harvard Law School, the 
Subject joined the NATIONALIST PARTY OF PUERTO RICO which had as its aims and 
purposes the complete and unconditional independence of Puerto Rico by any 
means whatsoever, including force if necessary# 


PEDRO ALBIZU-CAMPOS testified in the United States District Court at 
his trial in 1956 that he had been elected President of the NATIONALIST PARTY 
OF PUERTO RICO at a national convention of the Party held in San Juan, Puerto 
Rico on May 11, 1930# At that time he stated that he was also President of the 
national council of the Party which was composed of representatives from var- 
ious districts of the island of Puerto Rico. The NATIONALIST PARTY began to 
flourish, and in 1932 the Party held seventy-eight meetings and ten parades 
during this year# At the national elections in 1932 the Nationalist Party 
polled only 5 >257 votes out of a total of 383*657 votes cast in the election# 
This was the last time that the Party voted in any election. 


On April 16, 1932 while the legislature of Puerto Rico was in session, 
a meeting of the NATIONALIST PARTY was held in San Juan, at which the Subject 
and other Party leaders were speaking# It is stated that the Subject inoited 
the audience to march on the Capitol building in an effort to force the legis- 
lature to adopt the Nationalist flag as the Puerto Rican flag# The crowd 
jammed the stairway in the- building so that it collapsed and one man was killed 
while twelve others were injured* This was the first act of violence which is 
credited to the Party.

tration building® On July 26, 1955 a bomb exploded in the United States Post 
Office at Puerta de Tierra, San Juan, Puerto Rico. On August h, 1955 a bomb 
exploded at the American-owned telephone company, San Juan, Puerto Rico. On

When the Subjects home was searched in 195& after his arrest, a carbon 
copy of one of the Subjects speeches which he gave at Canovanas, Puerto Rico 
on August 11, 1955/ was found. One of the statements contained was as follows* 
u There is no reason that there should be postponed for a moment the duty to 
impose independence by force of arms if it should be necessary." 

Another passage from the same speech is as follows* 

11 Great interests are not defended with words. The word has a great 
transcendency, but it is the facts that count, and the country must be 
certain that we are disposed to seal with life the last words spoken by 
I our lips. The country has to arm itself. Independence is attained 
/ with arms in one f s hand. The country has to arm itself. Each man in 
Puerto Rico must lend himself to defend its honor so that heroism will 
kiss them, so that they have no frailty, so that treason is dead, he 
is dead, in the history, on account of his cowardice • " 

On October 20, 1955 PEDRO ALBIZU-CAMPOS made a radio speech at Maunabo, 
Puerto Rico in which he stated 1 


"Some night, here, we will rise. We do not fear them. We have 
not seen the Yankee kindness; there is nothing more than banditry, 
the ruin of an entire country. There must be placed into the hand 
of each Puerto Rican a dagger, an arm in order that he may make valid 
the rights of his country; they may tremble today, but tomorrovr the 
fright will have passed."

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In this same speech he insulted the students of the University of 
Puerto Rico calling the girls prostitutes and the boys sissies* As a result 
of this speech, the students of the University decided to hold a mass meeting 
of protest at the University to declare PEDRO ALBIZU-GAMPOS "persona non grata*" 

The Insular Police, fearing some sort of interference at the students* 
meeting, prepared to defend the students* “While the meeting was taking place, 
five members of the Nationalist Party drove up to the gates of the University 
in an automobile* One of the policemen recognized them and asked the driver 
for his driver's license* He did not have a license so two officers mounted 
the running boards of the car and told them to (Jontinue to the police station 
for questioning* Without any warning, RAMON S*/PAGAN, the driver, took out 
his automatic pistol and shot the policeman whc/was standing on the left running 
board. The police car following the car in which the Nationalists were pro- 
ceeding then opened fire on the Nationalists killing four out of five* Six 
aitomatics were recovered by the police from the automobile of the Nationalists 
in addition to one stamped "property of the U*S* Government." 

At the funeral services of the four Nationalists who were killed, PEDRO 
AL8IZU CAMPOS referred to them as martyrs and called upon the NATIONALIST PARTY 
to swear vengeance against the police who were tools of the Americans* In 
June 1956, ORLANDO COLON, one of the insular policemen who had taken part in 
the killing of the Nationalists at the University was shot through the back 
as he was entering his own home, the last shot being fired at him as he fell 
into the arms of his wife* 

On November 2, 1935 Subject gave a radio speech in San Juan, Puerto 
Rico* The censor at the radio station prohibited him from reading certain por- 
tions of his printed speech; however, the speech in its entirety was published 
in the newspaper "La Palabra" which was published by the NATIONALIST PARTY. A 
few of the censored sentences are as follows; 

( "Nationalism has organized and mobilized the vital strength of 
Puerto Rico to encounter the enemy* The nation has passed from pas- 
sive resistance to counter-attack* The nation will resort to arms 
for the purpose of repelling it and desolving it* The entire nation 
has condemned these killings and it is firm in its resolution that 
they will not repeat themselves. It is the plan to exterminate the 
Puerto Ricans* Nationalism has destroyed all Yankee inventions* The 
enemy has now left only the traditional arms of assassination* The 
country will vindicate, the killings of its heroes, PAGAN, QUINONES, 
RODRIGUEZ -VEGA and SANTIAGO. The Yankee chief of police. Colonel 
FRANCIS RIGGS, had declared to the nation that there will be war* 

The Nationalism recognizes his frankness and picks up the glove* 

There will be war* Vfar against the Yankees*" 
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In the newspaper W E1 Imparci&l”, published in San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
there appeared in the issue of January 8, 1936 the follovring article published 
in Spanish: 

"ALBIZU CAMPOS ORDERS THE GENERAL RECRUITING AS A NECESSITY OF 
IMMEDIATE NATIONAL DEFENSE- 


Signed by Attorney Pedro Albizu Campos and Mr* Juan Antonio Corretjer, 
President and Secretary, respectively, of the Central Council of the 
Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico, we have received a copy of the 
following decrees 


DECREE OF THE MCI ORAL COUNCIL

INASMUCH AS: At the last General and Public Assembly of the Nation- 

alists which took place in the city of Caguas, universal compulsory 
military service was decreed as a necessity for the immediate 
National Defense; 


THEREFORE: The National Council decrees: 1st- All Nationalists 

over eighteen years of age shall enroll in the corresponding book of 
registry open in each municipal council and will sign said book and the 
page of military service in accordance with instructions from circulars 
from the office of the General Secretaryo 2nd- The enlistment will 
be carried out according to the terms of the circulars from the office 
of the General Secretary during the fortnight between the Jth Jan- 
uary, 1936 and the 22nd of January, 1936*

These orders of PEDRO ALBIZU-CAMPOS were followed out and the Liberat- 
ing Army of the Republic of Puerto Rico was organized. The cadets of this army 
trained with wooden guns and paraded through the streets of Puerto Rico. 
Nationalist leaders with military training, who had been in the United States 
Army, taught t ha cadets military tactics* The general instructor of military 
science was J0 Se\eNA210RAD(^CUESTA* 


On February 23 


, 19 ^ 


Colonel FRANCIS RIGGS, the chief of the insular 
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police, was on his way home from church unarmed# Two members of the NATIONAL- 
IST PARTY, ELIAS ^BEAUCHAMP and HXRAMf ROSADO , suddenly fired upon him without 
warning in an open street in San Juaii, killing him almost instantly* The two 
individuals were later captured by the police and taken to the insular police 
headquarters* It is reported that while trying to escape they were killed* 


COURT PROCEEDINGS AGAINST SUBJECT 


On March 3* 1936 a complaint was filed before the United States Com- 
missioner, San Juan, Puerto Rico, charging the Subject, along with seven 
others, with conspiracy to overthrow the United States Government in Puerto 
Rico and to recruit an army for the samei purpose, in violation of Sections 6 , 

7 and 88 , Title 18, U.S.C.A* The others Who were charged vAth this violation 
along with the Subject Ver el JUAN ANTONIO ifORRETJER, LUIS f/ VJLAZ qUEZ , PABLO 
'ROSAlidlORTIZ, CLEMENTE % OT 0 IVELEZ , ERASMOlVELAZqUEZ , JULIO H.tvELAZQUEZ and 
JUAN jG^LARDd^SANT IAGO * * On April 3, 1936 all were indicted b| the federal 
grand jury, Seth Juan, Puerto Rico. On April 7 * 1936 they were arraigned be- 
fore the United States District Court in San Juan, Puerto Rico where they all 
entered pleas of not guilty and were released on §10,000 bond each* They were 
tried from July 14, 1936 to July 19, 1936, resulting in a mistrial© The re- 
trial was held July 27 to July 31* 1936 at which time all were convicted* 


During the trial A1EIZU CAMPOS alleged that when the treaty between 
Spain and the United States was signed in Paris, France in 1899* Puerto Rico 
was a sovereign, independent, and free nation# He stated that inasmuch as 
Puerto Rico was not a party to the treaty by which the United States invaded 
Puerto Rico, Puerto Rico was not bound to the terms of the treaty* He de- 
clared therefore that Puerto Rico is still sovereign in her national territory 
and that she is not a. possession, property, or part of the United States, but 
that she is merely under military intervention of the United States* 


The exact terms of each count of the indictment on which the Subject 
was convicted are as follows t 


First Count; Conspiracy to overthrow, put down, and destroy by force the X 
government of the United States and to oppose by force the authority of the 
government of the United States, specifically in violation of Title 18, Sec- 
tion & , U.S.C.A*, 

Second Count* Conspiracy to incite rebellion and insurrection against the 
authority and the laws of the United States, specifically in violation of 
Title 18, Section h, U«S«C*A* 

Third Count: Conspiracy to recruit soldiers in Puerto Rico, to engage in armed 

hostility against the United States and to open in Puerto Rico recruiting 
stations for the enlistment of such soldiers to serve in armed hostility against 
the United States 5 specifically, in violation of Title 18, Sections 7 and 88 

U.S.C.A* 
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Subject to. 8 sentenced by federal judge ROBERT A. COOPER to six years 
on the first count; two years on the second count; and two years on the third 
count; sentence on the second and third count to be suspended and the Subject 
to be placed on probation for four years, to begin at the expiration of the 
sentence imposed on the first count* 


Although Subject was convicted on July 31# 193&# he did not choose to 
begin serving his sentence inasmuch as wished to appeal his caseo Nevertheless 
he was confined to the San Juan District Jail on July 31# 193& until June 
1937* At this time he chose to begin serving his federal sentence inasmuch 
as his appeal had been denied* On November I 4 , 19^1 he was offered a conditional 
release because of good behavior in the United States Penitentiary at Atlanta, 
Georgia; however, he refused to sign the conditional release papers inasmuch as 
he stated that he would not sign any papers of the United States Government, 
preferring to serve his entire sentence and not be under any obligation to the 
United States whatsoever#

Assistant United States Probation Officer, San Juan, 
Puerto Rico, advised that Subject's six year sentence would be completed on 
.June 3# 19^3, at which time he would be released. He advised that the Subject 
has already petitioned to be allowed to transfer his probation to the United 
States Probation Officer in New York City where he plans to reside immediately 
upon being released from the penitent iary.

in New York City. COERETJER stated to CAMPOS and VELAZQUEZ that he had obtain- 
ed employment in New York City with a fur shop upon his release from the United 
States Penitentiary an d is present ly doing newspaper w ork on a Graphic Weekly.

Mr. SANFORD advised 
that in his opinion CAMPOS and VELAZQUEZ were intending to register under 
the Selective Training and Service Act of' 1940 in order not to encounter 
any further Federal violation. Mr. SANFORD stated that he believes that 
CAMPOS considers himself to be a martyr and does hot want to spoil this 
roll by violating the Selective Training and Service Act of 1940.

DETAILS j From the files of the Hew York Field Division the fol* 

lowing information was obtained* 


PEDRO ALBIZU-CAMPOS, lawyer. Harvard, graduate, and World 
War 1 veteran, was elected head of the Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico 
in 1930* Upon his ascension to the presidency the movement for the island* s 
independence took an aggressive turn despite the comparatively small number 
in the party. CAMPOS drummed up sentiment for independence with inflammatory 
speeches and was arrested at least once in 1952 for inciting a crowd to riot* 
It was not until . 1955 however that the Puerto Rican Police began to oonsider 
seriously the activities of the nationalist Party. During that year a 
number of bombs exploded in various portions of the island, causing con- 
siderable damage. These bombs were plaoed in official office buildings 
and were calculated to instill fear in the employees of the government and 
to incite the populace • In 1936 the subject made a fiery speech at the 
University of Puerto Rico in Suan Juan whioh indirectly caused the death 
of a member of the insular police sod four nationalists. This was followed 
by the murder of COLONEL FRANCIS E, RIGGS, Chief of Police of Puerto Rico, 
RIGGS had been blamed for the death of the nationalists. The assassins 
of COLONEL RIGGS were apprehended end, while attempting to escape, were 
killed. The subject, along with seven other leaders of the Nationalist 
Party, was convicted on three counts t - 1, Conspiracy to overthrow the 
Government of the United States, 2, Conspiracy to incite rebellion end 
insurrection, 3* Conspiracy to recruit soldiers in Puerto Rico to engage 
in armed hostility against the United States, The subject was then incar- 
cerated in Atlanta and was not released until June 5, 1943* 


Previous to subject’s release, the Secretary-General of the 
Nationalist Party, one JUAN ANTONIO CORNET JER requested permission from the 
Uhitea suia. Probation Officer for the Southern Distriot of Hew York to 
visit CAMPOS, This request was granted, and CQRHET JER, aeoompanied by SAMUEL 
NEDBERfflR, lawyer for the International Labor Defense and associated with 
VITO MfcRCANTONIO, visited CAMPOS. During the interview, which was conducted 
in English and in the presence of prison officials, OAUPOS advised CORRBTJER 
how to run the party, but he refused to sign the conditions of probation 
stating that he could aooept no sort of conditional freedom. It is likely 
that the subject made these statements to the Secretary-General of 
the party for dramatic effeot and for publication. It is likely that at 
the time subject made the statement he was insincere and CQKRETJER and 
NEUBERGER were cognisant that the subject wae to leave the prison on the 
3rd of June, 


On the morning of June 3, 1943, CAMPOS was released from 
prison and driven to the depot in an official car in the company of CORSET JER 
and NEUBERGER. It was later learned from the Officer of Probation, Southern Dis- 
trict of New York, that CORRETJER had obtained permission to make the trip 
out of his distriot for the second time. The subject was met at tbs

I thought you woula be interested in know ing that this Bureau 
has received information to the effect that redro Albisu Campos, the Presi- 
dent of the Nationalist Party of Puerto kico, is endeavoring to circumvent 
the terms of his probated sentence and is being assisted in this regard 
by the Council for Pan American Democracies, which is saic to be circulating 
an open letter to the President of the United States requesting hi® to 
release Campos from his probation on the grounds that "if Campos is returned 
to the United States Penitentiary at Atlanta, it would be equivalent to 
a death sentence." 


As you are aware, it is the stated purpose of Com os and the 
party which he represents to overthrow the United States Government in Puerto 
id co by the utilisation of any media necessary, in order that the so-called 
"Yankee invaders* its&y be removed from the Island preparatory to the establish- 
ment of an independent Republic under the direction and control of Campos. 


Although no information has been received relative to the extent

• Reference is made to the second paragraph of the letter wherein it la 
noted that CAMPOS* doctors state that a return to prison would be equivalent to 
a death sentence* However, it was determined by Special Agents ALFRED 7* NOVAK 
and JOHN M« HANSELL of the New York office from the superintendent of the 
COLUMBUS HOSPITAL, New York City, where CAMPOS is at present, that although the 
patient has been given numerous tests, they have been unable to find any signifi- 
cant physical disability. 


The superintendent further reported that the subject appears healthy 
and according to his doctor, he could be released at any time. In connection with 
this the superintendent advised that the patient enjoys a private room and through- 
out the day he receives numerous visitors, mostly Puerto Rican.

Military Record 

While la this c o u nt ry, Campos volunteered to servs la ths United 
States Arm jr oa May 7 , 19X7, tobaaqna at to his entry on duty as a Private 
la ear araed forces, ha was s o — I s ai cned First Lientoaaat la the STSth 
Infantry, and after being assigned to a Wegro regiment was transferred from 
the United States to Puerto Rico. The subject objected to this assignment 
oa ths grounds that he was a * white Puerto Rican.* 'This objection proved to 
be of no avail Inasmuch as an Army Board of Physicians concluded, after ex- 
amining Campos, that he was a Mulatto, It is apparent fr oa the data avail- 
able that this decision of ths medical authorities embittered Campos to such 
an extent that he began to hate America and things American. Immediately 
after being honorably discharged from the United States Army in April, 1919, 
he Instituted a vicious campaign of propaganda against the United States with 
the expressed aim of bringing about the complete and unconditional independence 
of Puerto Rico *fron the Tankee Invaders by physical force if necessary. 8 


Ths Rationalist Party of Puerto Rico was founded in 1921, with the 
asel stance of Pedro Albiru Campos. In 1927, he was elected to under take 
a tour af Central and South American Republics in behalf of this Party, and 
on Kay 11, 1930, he was elected President of ths Party at a Rational Conven- 
tion which was held in San Juan, Puerto Rico* 3ven though confined for 
several years in the Atlanta Penitentiary, Atlanta, Georgia, he has held 
the office of President of the Rationalist Party of Puerto Rico continuously 
from May 11, 1930 to the present time. 

during the early '30' e. he resided in Agoas Buena a , Puerto Rico, 
surrounded by a cabinet and small araed guard. It was here that he set up 
ths imaginary republic of Puerto Rico, During this period the Party began 
to flourish and in 1988 it held seventy-eight meetings and ten parades oa 
ths Island. At the national elections in 1932, the Party polled 6,36? votes 
out of a total of 383,657 votes east in the general election, 

A meeting of this Party was held in Ran Juan on April 6, 1932, 
while the legislature of Puerto Rico was in session. It has been reported 
that vampoe addressed this gathering and Incited his audience to aarth oa 
the oapitol building in an effort to tore* the Legislators to adopt the 
Rationalist flag am the Puerto Sloan flag, this was ths first net ef 
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violence credited to the Party, inasmuch as one person wa* killed and 
twelve others were injured, while executing this demonstration in the eapitol 
building. 


An examination of the records of the Insular Police in San Juan, 
Puerto Eico, reflects that several bookings which occurred on the Island 
during 19% were attributed to Pedro Albisu Campos aad other members of the 
■atlonallet Party of Puerto Sloe. On January 1, 1938, a bomb exploded in 
the Katieaal City Bank of Sen Juan, and on July 4, 1935, a similar episode 
occurred la the Baited States Poet Office located la that city. Oa July 3S, 
19%, a boat exploded in tha United State* Poet Office at hurts to Tierra. 
Puerto Eico, and another bomb «t set off in the property of the American 
owned Puerto Eicon telephone Company in San Juan. The Insular Police Station 
in Barrio Obrero, Santoros, Puerto Rico was boohed on August 21, 1926. It 
ie deseed worthy of note that all of these explosions occurred either on 
official United. States holidays or 1 mediately following addresses made by 
Campos and other Rationalist leaders. It Is likewise observed that the 
aajozity of the buildings that were bombed were either the property of the 
Federal or Insular Government, or that of private American concerns on the 
Island. 


In the latter part of 1936, Compos created his "Army of Liberation." 
This militant section of the Party was officially and variously designated by 
Campos as the "Army of Liberation, " the "Army of the Republic , * the "Cadet* 
of the Republic* and the "liberating Army of Puerto Rioo." This "Army of 
Liberation* was established by Campos for the purpose of preparing adherents 
of the Rationalist movement on the Island to overthrow the recognised Govern- 
ment there. 


Indicative of the goal of Campos and his Party are the following 
statements extracted from a speech made by the subject at Sasovanas, Puerto 
Rico on August 11. 1935: 

"There ie no reason that there should be postponed for 
a moment the duty to impose Independence by force of arms 
if it should be necessary. . . Great Interests are not de- 
fended with words. The word has a great transcendency, but 
it is the facte that count, and the country must be certain 
that we are disposed to seal with life the last words spoken 
by our lips. The country has to arm Itself, I ndpendence is 
attained with arms in one's hand. The country has to arm itself.” 

Oa October 20, 1956, Campos mads a radio speech at Mnunabo. Puerto 
Eico, in which he stated! 

"Some night, here, we will rise. We dm tot her them. 

Me have seem the Tertree kindness; there In ne thing mere then 
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ba&ditry, the ruin of an entire country. There met he 
placed into the bend of each Puerto Rican & dagger, an 
ana in order that he nay stake valid the rights of hie 
country* they may treadle today, hut tomorrow the fright 
will hare pa seed,* 

In hie radio eddrees of October so* 1936, Campos insulted the 
etude&ts of Use University of Puerto Rieo by referring to Mm girle attend- 
ing that lnstltatiem as prostitutes and the m as hemsanla. In order 
to c ount sr—t kin eharges, the student body at the Ohivsmlty prepare d for 
a ease meeting of protect to deelaro the sub J eat "persona nan grata,.* In- 
aemoch ns the Insular Police in Puerto Rico had received reports relative 
to a conspiracy on the part of Rationalist to break up this nesting which 
was scheduled for October 24, 1934, an effort was made by the police to 
deter various members of the Party from attending this gathering* Infor- 
mation nade available at that tine reflects that the Chancellor of the 
University of Puerto Rico, feeling that such a demonstration on the r&rt 
of the student body might result In a controversy between the Rationalists, 
and the students, asked the Insular Police to send uniformed officers to 
that Institution in order to safeguard the persons attending the meeting. 

She officers dispatched to the scene observed an automobile travelling about 
the grounds in which five known Rationalist Party members were riding. The 
operator of the ear was requested to produce his driver’ s license, and upon 
his failure to do so two officers mounted the running boards of the car and 
instructed the driver to continue to the Police Station for questioning. 

It has been reported that without warning, Baaon 8. Pagan, the operator of 
the automobile, shot one of the policemen. Thereupon four of the five 
Rationalists riding In this car were Immediately shot and killed by the 
Bio Piodras Police. 

At the funeral services of those individuals who were killed, 
subject Campos delivered a stirring oration wherein he referred, to them ee 
martyrs and called upon the Rationalist Party to swear vengeance against 
the police "who were tools of the Americans." It Is stated that the re- 
narks made by the subject on that occasion "cane very close to exciting 
armed insurrection against the United States and Its established Government 
in Puerto Rico.* The aforementioned incident has since been commemorated 
on several occasions by Campos and his Party, and on several occasions 
Campos referred to it as the "Rio Piedras Massacre. 1 * In June, 1936, 

Orlando Colon, one of the Insular Police officers who was present at the 
tine these nationalists were killed, me shot through the back as be entered 
his own home. 

On November 2, 19%, Campos gave a radio speech in San Juan, 
Puerto Rieo, and although the censor at the radio station prohibited him 
from reading certain portions of hie printed address, the speech wms later 
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published in its entirety is tho nevsparer "la Pelabm, 9 the then official 
organ of the Nationalist Forty in Puerto £ico. The following were among 
the statements s.ade by Ctyspoe: 

"Nationalism hat organised and mobilised the vital 
strength of Puerto Rico to encounter the enemy. The nation 
has panned fro* passive resistance to oountsr-attack. The 
nation will resort to anna for the p er p one of repelling 
It ant dissolving it. The satire nation has eondenned thee# 
kill lag* and it In fin Is lie resolution that they will not 
repeat themselves. It la the plan to exterminate the Puerto 
31 cans. Nationalism has destroyed all Yankee inventions. The 
enemy has now left only the traditional erne of assassination. 

The country will vindicate the killings of its heroes. Pagan, 

Quinones, Rodrigues-Yega and Santiago. The Yankee chief of 
police. Colonel Francis Riggs, had declared to the nation that 
there will he war. The Rationalism recognises His frankness 
and picks up the glove. There will be war. War against the 
Yankees.* 

In order to fill out the ranks of his "Army of liberation,* 

Campos and other leaders of the Party engaged in a campaign for the purpose 
of recruiting trainees for this "liberating Army of Puerto Rico.* 

In the January 8, 1986 issue of the Gan Juan periodical *Rl 
Xmparcial," Campos published the following article!

"INASMUCH AS: At the last General and Public Assembly 

of the Nationalists which took plaee in the city of 
Caguas, universal compulsory military service was 
decreed as a necessity for the immediate National Pennine;

i^ti oculist* over eighteen years of age shall enroll 
In the corresponding book of registry open in each 
municipal council and will sign said book end the page 
of military service in accordance with Instructions from 
circulars from the office of the General Secretary. 8nd-

during the fortnight between the 7th of January, 1986 and 
the 22nd of January, 1986.

It is knevn that the 
a s a bs r ehlf in the Nrtf crew te a oonsi damble decree taring this reemit- 
neat period} that n ea t e ra ef tide dliWet eeotlea of Use Party were earn 
on Puerto Siam streets several tines weekly drill lug in accordance with 
the dir action* of their leader. It has been reported that the new re- 
cruits were obliged to "take the oath of allegiance to defend and support 
the republic of Puerto Rico against oil en sales foreign and donee tic* and 
were ante to authorise the leaders of the Party to dispose of their* the 
recruits, lives, if they* the leaders, see fit. If they, the recruits* be- 
come traitors." 

Ob February 23, 1936* Oolonel 1. Francis Riggs, the chief of the 
Puerto El can Insular Police, was murdered by two aeabere of the Nationalist 

Party.

Ob March 3* 1936* a complaint was filed before the United States 
Commissioner, Sen dues, Puerto Sieo* charging Caapos and seven other 
nenhers of the Nationalist Party with conspiracy to overthrow the United 
States Government In Puerto Rico* in violation of Sections 6, ? and 88, 
Title 16, United States Code. On April 3* 1936, these individuals were 
indicted by a Federal Grand Jury at Sen Juan, and on July 31, 1936* they 
were all convicted. 


The terns of each count of the indictment on which Caapos and 
his cohorts were convicted are as follows: 


First Count: Conspiracy to overthrow, put down* end destroy by 

force the Government of the United States and to oppose by force the 
authority of the Government of the United States, specifically in violation 
of Title 18* Section 6* United States Code. 


SanoBd Count: Conspiracy to incite rebellion and insurrection 
against the authority and the lavs of the United States, specifically in 
violation of Title 18* Section 4, Uni tod Stetos Codo. 
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?hlrA Count: Conspiracy to recruit soldiers in Puerto Bico, 

to engage in armed hostility against the United States and to open in 
Puerto Bico recruiting stations for the enlistment of such soldiers to 
serve in armed hostility against the United States, specifically in viola- 
tion of fitle 18, Sections 7 and 86, Uni ted States Code. 

Subsequent to hie conviction, Cnqpee urns sentenced by Federal 
Judge Robert A. Cooper to six years under count oa*t tw years under oount 
t«t| aad tme yssrs under count three { sentence an the second sad third to 
b» suspended and tbs subject pieced en probatien far fbar years, at the 
expiration of the sentence d e posed under the first couat. 

Campos appealed, his case and was confined to the San Juan district 
Jail from July 31, 1936 until June 4, 1937, at which time his appeal was 
denied, thereupon he was confined in the Atlanta Penitentiary at Atlanta, 
Georgia. On November 4, 1941, he was eligible for conditional release but 
refuses to execute the necessary conditional release papers on the grounds 
that by doing so he would be recognising the United States Government, and. 
in view of his Rationalist beliefs, he could not acquiesce to these regula- 
tory terms. After indicating his preference to serve his entire sentence, 
he remained in the Atlanta Penitentiary until Juno 3, 1943, at which tise he 
was released. 

Immediately prior to hie release, C&spos petitioned the United 
States Probation Officer in San Juan, Puerto Bico, to be allowed to transfer 
his probation to the Probation Officer in Hew fork City where he plane to 
reside for several months. 

Campos is reported to have been the guiding light behind all the 
activities of the nationalist Party since its inception. He aided in the 
establishment of numerous Rationalist periodicals and frequently contributed 
articles to them. He is known to have disseminated both oral and written 
propaganda wherein he advocated the overthrow of the United States Government 
by force and violence. Various reports have been received indicating that 
Campos directed the political activities of the Party while incarcerated in 
the Atlanta Penitentiary. It is definitely known that while confined to this 
institution, he succeeded in writing articles and in having them published 
in foreign periodicals wherein he advocated the overthrow of the United 
States Government. 

A confidential source, who is believed to be familiar with the 
situation, has stated that Campos has In contemplation, the institution of 
a "propaganda campaign against the United States in Latin America as soon as 
he is released." 
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Although it van the &daisant determination of Caapos to serve 
not only every day of hie sentence , but also every day of hie probated, 
sentence, it la apparent that a change of Intention occurred during the 
recent peat. The reason for this change le unknown, although it has been 
suggested that la view of the eloee relationship sued friendship existing 
between Caapos and Bar l\ Browder while their were incarcerated in the 
Atlanta Penitentiary, and Inasmuch as thaVtanaonlet Party, U.S.A. as well 
as the Ca— amlet Party of Puerto Rico, has* placed its stanp of approval 
upea the stated objectives of Oeapos* Party, ttse^ counsel given the subject 
by fr i i i — —l et Party leaders In this country nay have^been last— satal In 
bringing about this nutation in attitude.

Reference is made to the report of Special Agent CARL E. 
STANFORD, dated 5-26-43 at San Juan, Puerto Rico, and also to the re- 
port of Special Agent JOHN M. HANSELL, dated 7-9-43 at New York City, 
(New York File # 100 - 47403) • 

The subject was released froa the U. S. Penitentiary at 
Atlanta, Georgia on June 3> 1943 j after having served six years for 
conspiracy to overthrow the Government of the United States in Puerto 
Rico by force and violence. 

Since his release, he has been residing in New York City. 
There has been no indication that he intends to return to Puerto Rico 
in the near future. 

As the Bureau is aware, the subject is the president of the 
Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico. It is requested tte. t this office 
be advised if San Juan should continue to be the office of origin in 
this case, or whether the office of origin should be changed to New 
York City.

It is known that Mr. CAMPOS has maintained a private room 
in the Columbus Hospital in New York City since about June 6, 1943* 


Agent Hansell, upon contacting the authorities at the 
hospital, ascertained that although CAMPOS was in a rather run-down con- 
dition after his long incarceration in the penitentiary, he was nevertheless 
definitely not ill. It is likely, therefore, that Mr* CAMPOS is using a 
private room in the hospital as a headquarters for the Nationalist Party 
of Puerto Rico in New York. It has also been ascertained that Mr, CAMPOS 
receives many notable visitors and holds numerous meetings in his room. 


For three reasons then, it would appear that Mr, CAMPOS is 
staying in the hospitals First, to elicit sympathy, especially from those 
who believe that he was unjustly incarcerated in Atlanta and that this 
imprisonment had broken down his health; second, to hold party meetings 
without fear of interruption; third, to avoid signing the conditions of 
probation as required by the court. 

It was learned that the expense for this room is about 
ten dollars a day. It is reliably reported that this expense is being 
borne by the Communist Party,

CAMPOS was sentenced in Puerto Rico on July 31, 1936, to 
serve six years in prison and four years probation to follow on 
charges of attempting to overthrow the United States Government 
by force, fomenting violence, and trying to recruit an army. He 
was released from the United States Penitentiary at Atlanta, Georgia, 
on June 3, 1943, upon maximum expiration of his sentence as he refused 
to sign his conditional release certificate and forfeited all good 
time earned, as he felt that his signature would be tantamount to 
recognizing the authority of the United States over Prwrtio 



Personal data and social history of the subject as 
in the file indicated that he was born on September 20, 1891, at 
Ponce, Puerto Rico, of well-to-do parents. He received degrees from 
Harvard University of A.B. in 1916, and LLB in 1921, CAMPOS was em- 
ployed as a lawyer, lecturer, and writer, and was and is the president 
of the Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico* He enlisted in the U&jted 
Army on May 7, 1917, and was a First Lieutenant when honor Si joEeffgl 
in April, 1919.

They advised that for tome unknown reason the ordinary procedure 
in the handling of persons released on probation has been altered in the 
faror of the above nan. 


Mr. JAKES T. HINHSTT, Director of the Bu-eau of Prisons, has 
Interested hlo^elf in these een, although according to the Probation 
Off leers the Bureau of Prisons has no Jurisdiction over aen on probation. 

Congreesma KOCAiWIIO of lev York has corresponded with and 
telephoned Nr. HBVSTf on several oeeaelone regarding the release and 
probation conditions of theae aen. It was the opinion of the Probation 
Officers, however, that soaeone in Washington with notch store influence 
then KARCATTOYIO exeerclsee, has Intervened with BESNETT in the behalf 
of the National let Party as Mbs re. 

Although It wee very unusual to allow an ex-prlsoner to visit 
a person still In jail, an exception was cade In the case of CO^ltlTJNIIi 
and CAKTOS, and with th© express authority of Nr. 81NN1TT, CQR'E'vJSR wag 
allowed to visit CANTOS in the penitentiary at Atlanta, Georgia, with 
the pernlesioa being especially unusual so these nan were convicted for 
the rase offenses. 

The Probation Officers also advised that 'ro bat loners are not 
usually allowed to choose the district in which they ere to eerve their 
conditions of probation* 

The above aen, however, after the intercession of Congressman 
HARCANTONIQ, were allowed to co»e to the Southern District of Hew York. 

In several instances it wee stated that the reason for not 
returning to Puerto Rico wns the difficulty of arranging for transportation 
accomodations to Puerto Rico. The Probation Officers, however, atated 
that this was not a sufficient reason as other pro bet lone re had been 
returned to that island in r scent Booths. 

Considerable difficulty *»* had and is still being eat in 
securing transfer of supervision of probation fro® Puerto Rico, where 
the aen were convicted, to Hew York. 

The above officers advised that ordinary probationers are not 
allowed to contort or work In the sane establishment and to do so is con- 
sidered a violation of probation conditions in aany oases. However, the 
above aen are known to be members of the Notionalist Party in New York 
and several of then are working for the Rationalist Party newspaper 
Pueblos Hiepanoe.

Dear Mr* President) 

On July 30, 1936, Don Pedro Albizu Campos ^ President of the National- 
ist Parly of Puerto Bieo, was sentenced for 'conspiracy to overthrow 
the gov e rn m ent of the U.S» by force', and given a ten year sentence. 

His conviction was on three different counts. On the first count, 
'conspiracy to overthrow the governaent by force,* he was sentenced to 
serve six years in the federal penitentiary at Atlanta. On the second 
count, 1 conspiracy to incite insurrection,' Albizu Campos was given a 
two year sentence* On the third count, 'conspiracy to recruit soldier* 
against the U*S* government, * he was given a two year sentence* 

The last two two-year sentences were suspended, and the defendant put 
on probation for a four year period to ran after expiration of the six- 
year sentence served in Atlanta* 

. Albizu Campos 'crime' was that he urged the liberation of his country 
from oolonial bondage* 

For seven years, voices throughout the world have called in the name of 
justice for his release* 

In Puerto Rico itself the majority of the Municipal Assemblies and the 
National Association of Catholic Priests in 1936 passed resolutions urg- 
ing that be be freed* 

The Popular Congress for American Peace, held in Buenos Aires (1936) with 
the participation of all political parties and civic groups of Latin 
America* the Congress of Latin American Newspapermen held at Valparaiso, 
Chile (1937); the Symposium of Pen Clubs (Buenos Aires, 1936) - all called 
for the release of Pedro Albisu Campos* 

In 193d and 1939 the Senate of the Dominican Republic, the Workers Congress 
at Guadalajara, Mexico, the Constituent Assembly of the Cuban Republic, 
appealed for his freedom* 

In 1940, Senator Alfredo L. Palaeies introduced in the Senate of Argentina 
a resolution calling for Albizu Campos’ release, and in May, 1962, addressed 
s personal pies to you. 

Seventeen Deputies in the Chilean Chamber eigned a resolution introduced 
by Deputy Marmafluke Grove; the legislative bodies of other Latin American 
nations took up the appeal at other times*

worthy of a great power, nor consistent with changing U*S* policy which 
looks toward a permanent solution of Puerto BLco*# political status in 
accord with the principles of the Atlantic Charter* 

To the people of all tbs Americas, Mr* President, as well as to Ms own 
compatriots. Son Pedro Albisu Campos has become a symbol of uncompromis- 
ing patriotism, a champion of that Independence for all nations which is 
the banner of the United Nations* 

It is in tbs nama of simple humanity, of the unity of the Americas, and 
of the needs of our own victory over the common Axis enemy that we, the 
undersigned, appeal to you now to commute the sentence of Don Pedro Albisu 
Campos that hs may again walk upright in the world as a free man*

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This informant termed CAMPOS as an intellect with a 
dynamic personality and such a capable speaker as to be called a ” spellbinder* • 
It is the belief of this informant that CAMPOS is responsible for all the bleed 
shed of Puerto Rico through the activities of the Party. This informant stated 
that CAMPOS was directly- responsible for the death of COLONEL FRANCIS E. KEGGS 
and the attempted aaeiasination of Governor UNSHIP and Federal Judge ROBERT A* 
COOPER. 

On December 17 » United States Probation 

Officer in Sea Juan directed a letter to the Chief Probation Officer, Southern 
Die trio t of New lode, relative to the subject which refleeted that the subject 
had not as yet petitioned Judge Cooper for authorisation to remain in New York 
City during the period of his probation. He pointed out that Judge Cooper had 
heretofore stated that he had no objection to the s ubject remain ing there, pro- 
vided he complies with the terms of his probation. requested that 

the Probation Office, Southern District of New York advise whether the subject 
was abiding by the terms of his probation and whether the New York office was 
having any difficulties in supervising him. 

requested that the Maw York Probation Office advise 
the subject that if within 30 days from the data of the latter, which was Decem- 
ber 17, Judge Cooper does not receive his petition for authorisation to remain 
in New York City, during the period of his probation, the San Juan Probation 
Office proposes to file forthwith a motion in order to have him show cause why 
his probation should not be revoked. 

United States Probation officer. Southern 
District of New Yor k revealed tha t he had visited CAMPOS personally in reference 
to the requastfroai^HHHfliB to advice the subject of the contents of this 
letter. ^HHHHfraported that when he apprised MR. CAMPOS of the contents 
of said letter, CAMPOS refused to eomait himael f and stated that the Probation 
Office should get in tench with Mslawyer^ongresaman llAHC ANTONIO, relative 
to th e matter. In his letter in San Juan dated December 29, 

1943, dHHP concluded: 

'i "It is not the policy of this office to deal with probationers 
S through their attorney, but with the probationers directly, 
j I lb arc, therefore, referring the matter to you for such appro- 
priate action as you deem necessary." 

As a result of this latter, MR. MARC ANTONIO was notified of 
its contents by CORRETJER, who in turn conve rsed with JAM ES V. BENNETT, Director 
of Prisons in Washington, D.C. According MARC ANTONIO accused 

BENNETT of putting the pressure on CAMPOS but BENNETT explained to MABCANTONIO 
that be was not responsible for the action of the court in San Juan. 

It should be noted that MR. BENNETT has no jurisdiction in 
this ease since any jurisdiction is forfeited by the director of prisons upon

As you have previously been advised, the Bureau in the course of its in- 
vestigation of the Party has developed s considerable amount of correlative data 
pertinent to the probationary status of several of the of floors of this Party who wo 
recently released from various Federal penitentiaries In the United States, having 
bees convicted in the 0. 3. District Court in Sen Juan for "eoaapirecy to indite 
rebellion and overthrow the United States Government." Two of thes^auhjemts, «ho 
are of particular inter* at at the moment, era the followings Pedro alblaa Campos, 
the President et the captioned Forty, who wee released from the Atlanta Penitentiary

Results of Recent Inquiries 

Inquiries recently conducted by the Bureau reflect that on December 17, 

1943, the San Juan Probation Officer informed the Probation officiale in the Southern 
District of Hew Iork that the above subjects would be given thirty days to make the 
initial compliance with the probate sentence by petitioning the Federal Court in Sen 
Juan for permission to remain in New fork City; that if the necessary petition were 
not received within the designated period, a motion would be filed in the San Juan 
Federal Court for the subjects to show cause why their probation should not be revoked. 
On December 17, 1943, a request was likewise made of the Probation officials in the 
Southern District of New fork for a report concerning the present medUal condition of 
Albisu Campos* On the indicated date, January 17, 1944, the aforementioned request 
had not been complied with.

District of New York, inf ormad BureSiAgant s that some time within the week preceding 
January 22, Assistant Director Frank Loveland of the Bureau of Prisms visited San Juan 
and discusse d with Judge Cooper the case of Pedro Albisu Campos and Luis F. Velasques. 
According was decided that neither probationer should be required to 

petition the Court to remain in New York City aa they did not care to have them re- 
turned because or a technicality.” ^m^rurther indicated that at the meeting which 
took place between the Judge and Loveland, it was decided that the Southern District 
should continue its supervision of these subjects. The report received from New York 
concerning this matter states that "Loveland was also of the opinion that since these 
subjects were required to cone to New York by the Government, it was not up to the 
subjects to petition the Court to remain here." 

Upon receipt of the above information, the San Juan Office was instructed 
to discreetly ascertain its validity and on January 24, 1944, the following information 
was received:

York. The Federal Judge indicated that while in San Juan recently Loveland mentioned 
the case of Campos and Velasques in a general conversation, but nothing of a specific 
nature concerning the matter was discussed. It was established that Loveland would 
mention to the Probation Officer and the United States Attorney in San Juan that 
Ur, Bennett, Director of the Bureau of Prisons, "personally felt it undesirable to 
revoke the probations of Csmpes sad Velasques on the technicality of their not having 
petitioned the Spa Juan Court to remain in is* York City and that Bennett felt that 
^ swat, violated their probation by sny positive criminal 

*ofc*thi* matter sh o ul d not ba considered as a technical violation. Judge Cooper and 
the Probation Officer in San Juan feel that the subjects remain in their jurisdiction 
and oust comply with the requirements. Furthermore, Judge Cooper has indicated that 
if the previously requested information from the authorities in New York is not re- 
ceived within a few days, action will be taken to force the subjects to shew cause 
why their probation should not be revoked. 

Observations 

It will be observed that. 


1. The Bureau of Prisons continues to evidence an undue interest in this 
case over which it has absolutely no jurisdiction. 


2. This interest appears to be predicated upon pressure being exerted upon 
the Director of the Bureau of Prisons by United States Congressman Vito Marcantonio, 
the present counsel of the subjects and long time champion of the Nationalist Party 
cause , 



3. Sp|p|HProbation Officer in the Southern District of 
New York, has e^ne^mowinglyormumaidxigjy furnished Agents of our New York Office 
with unfounded information which, if acted upon, would result in embarrassing the 
Bureau and thereby serving to ita detriment.

Assistant Directo^Loveland of the Bureau of Prisons, it had been decided that "The 
Southern District should continue its supervision of these subjects ... since these 
subjects were required to come to New York by the Government. n In this connection it 
is pointed out that the Probation Officer in the Southern District of New York has 
exercised no supervision and, furthermore, that the subjects were not required by the 
Government to cams to New York; as a matter of fact, they came to New York upon their 
release from the Atlanta Penitentiary after Congressman Vito Marcantonio proposed that 
they act in that manner and after the Congressman tele phonic ally informed Mr. Bennett 
that he intended to proceed to the Atlanta Penitentiary just prior to June 3» lV43» 
in order to discuss this matter with Albizu Campos, the President of the Party. (This 
information was obtained from a review of Albisu Campos' file in the office of Mr. 
Loveland at the Bureau of Prisons),

ACTION 


The Bureau has taken no active steps with respect to the probationary 
phase of the instant case. However, inasmuch as the info nation furnished to the 
Agents of our office in New lode by the Chief Probation Officer in the Southern 
District wms obviously in error, and because of the relationship which apparently 
exists between the Chief Probation officer and Mr. Bennett and again b e twe e n 
Mr. Bennett and Congressmen Haroantonio, there Is at t a ch ed for your approval a letter 
to the Mae fork Office apprising it of the current and correct information that 
baa been received in this oase and instructing that of floe at the sane tine to 
insure the fact that its future contacts with the Probation :ffloer will be of a 
highly discreet nature. The New fork Office is also being instructed to refrain free 
furnishing any unnecessary information to the Probation authorities in the Southern 
District of New fork concerning the activities of the oaptioned Party until this 
phase of the instant case ie brought to its logical conclusion. 

Unless advised to trie contrary, additional action will not be taken with 
respect to this matter inasmuch ms you have previously discussed with Mr. Ugo 
Carusi of the Department the original allegations received concerning the 
Irregularities in the arrangement and supervision of the probation of Albizu Campos 
and his associates.

These two subject s were convicted in the U. S. Distriet Court* 

San Juan* Puerto Kioo* on July 31* 1936 for "conspiracy to overthrow the 
united States Goveroaent by force*" and "oonspiraey to incite rcbellisn 
against the united States*" and "eoneplraey to recruit eoldiers to fight 
against the United States." Beth were sentenced by Federal Judge ROMttT 
A. COOPER to six pears in the United States Penitentiary at Atlanta* Geor- 
gia on the first count j two pears « the seeond ooost; and two pears cm 
the third count* the eentenoee on all count* to run consecutively end the 
sentences en the seeoed end third counts to be suspended and the defendants 
placed on four peers probation* to begin at the expiration of the six years 
imposed on the first oeunt. 

On Bo v enb or 4# 19^1 Beth were offered emuUtienhl re l ease fron 
Atlanta Penitentiary* but they refused to sign the esnditienal release 
agreement. Therefore they were net releneei until their full so ut a nes had 
expired. It is to be noted tint although they werp convicted en July 51* 
1936* they appealed their ease and therefore did net actually cheese to 
begin to serve their swtemee until June 4* 1937.

I thought you would be interested in the following information 
which is contained is the attaohed letter from the Sea Juen Office deted 
February 26, 1944, outlining cusMnt developments with respect to the 
probation status of Pedr^AlbletTCsmoos, the President of the captioned Party. 
You will recall that caapoa &aa been oui of the penitentiary since June 3, 1943} 
that he has not eoaplied in any aanner with the terns of his probationary 
sentence} that he is reported to be feigning sickness In order to oircumvent 
the neoeasity i hr such co mplian ce | and that the Department recently authorised 
the Bureau to inaugurate Inquiries for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
Caapos is wilfully m al inge ring In order to obviate the necessity for eoaplianss 
with his probationary sentence. 

On February 26, 1944, the United States Attorney in San Juan exhibited 
a latter to the Special Agent in Charge which he was dispatching on that date 
to the Criminal Division of the Department. This letter set forth in detail 
the chronological developments with respect to the probationary phase of the 
captioned case. The United States Attorney pointed out to the Depertaent that 
the revocation of the subject’s probation would be a ticklish political natter 
but that. If Canpos steadfastly refused to sign the conditions of his probation, 
it is necessary that It be revoked. The ad tad States Attorney pointed out that, 
in hia opinion, the matter had reached a point where a definite decision 
should be nadej that the present physical condition of Caapos is a price factor 
, to be considered with respect to this decision. In line with the foregoing, 
the United States Attorney suggested to the Depertaent that, before any action 
ia taken with respect to Ceapos, a complete physical examination should be 
aada by three competent and disinterested physicians. It see suggested that, 
if Caapos is found to be in good health, fads probation should be revoked 
Immediately and that, if the reverse is found to be true, no attempt should 
be aada to revoke his probation since such action would result in severe 
“-criticism of the Federal Government.
